TRAIN WRECK. 


Worst Railroad Disaster Texas 


* 


Entire Train Ditched Near Sanderson and Some of the 
Cars Burned—Fifteen People Reported Dead 


and Twenty-three Others Injured. 


L PASO (Tex.) March 7.—[{Exciu- 

sive Dispatch.} The greatest rail- 

road disaster that has ever taken 
place in the State of Texas occurred 
this morning, twenty-five miles west of 
Sanderson. The wreck occurred at a 
point where a two-mile grade termi- 
nates in a reverse curve. The entire 
train was ditched. The coaches next to 
the engine caught fire immediately, and 
in less than five minutes’ time were 
completely enveloped in The 
smoker and chair car were telescoped 
together, making it impossible for any 
of the passengers in these coaches to 
escape being cremated. 

Both Engineer Albert C. Mast and 
Fireman Bertsch were killed  in- 
stantly, their bodies being torn 
literally in shreds. It is impossible to- 
night to determine the number of dead, 
the estimates ranging from fifteen up- 
ward, the latest figures being fifteen 
killed and twenty-three injured.

Creeping like a mammoth hearse 
across the desert, the relief train con- 
veying the dead, the dying and the in- 
jured puffed slowly tnto the depot at 
10 o'clock tonight. It wes a sight long 
to be remembered by those who wit- 
nessed the deed and the maimed taken

children, many of whom still had their 
night robes on, bandaged from head to 
foot, made their way or were assisted 
to the vehicles waiting to recetve thém. 
Mothers with children in their arms, 
and mothers with children lying dead 
in the front coach were taken to the 
hotels or hospitals Husbands and 
wives clung to each fother, the terrible 
scene of the morning still fresh in their 
memory.

passengers say caused the terrible ac- 
cident. 

“I do not want my name mentioned,” 
said a prominent New Yorker tonight, 
“but the accident was due entirely to 
reckless running. We were striking 
those curves at a speed of from forty- 
five to fifty miles an hour, and the 
train at the point it left the track could 
not hold on any longer. The back 
coaches were not turned over, and that 
is all that saved us who were fortunate 
enough to be riding in the liman. 
They tipped slightly, but on 
the track. Otherwise, had we not been 
killed, we would have been cremated. 
Ten coaches were burned up, and I 
never saw anything burn so rapidly in 
my life. By the time I got out of the 
Pullman there was little left of the 
smoker and chair car except cinders 
and ashes. The shrieks and groans of 
the unfortunate victims were some- 
thing to be remembered a lifetime, and 
we were as helpless as babes to assist 
them. It is my opinion that the exact 
number of dead will never be ascer- 
tained, as nearly every passenger on 
the train was asleep when the accident 
occurred at 3:30 o'clock yesterday 
morning.” 

Probably the majority of the passen- 
gers in the front coach met death be- 
fore the fire finished the deadly work. 


It was reported here that as the engine 


left the inside of the reverse curve, the 


accident was not due to the fast run- 


ning. ‘This, however, the passengers 
deny. 

The east-bound passenger train did 
not reach the scene of the wreck untii: 
nearly 10 o'clock. In the meantime a 
freight train with four cars had pulled 
out from Sanderson, bringing with it 
clothes and blankets, 

It will not be for several days that 
the names of all the pessengers who 
were killed can be ascertained, and 
probably the names of all will never 
be known. Those who met death in 
the burning car# were all second-class 


passengers, riding in the smoker and. 


the chair coach. A number had r- 
chased tickets for California, but the 
majority were riding only short dis- 
tances. The horror of the disaster in- 
creases as. the stories of the passengers 
that escaped are heard. 

As soon as the train left the track, 
the express, baggage, sinoker and chair 
coaches caught fire, and in less than 
ten minutes the flames had completely 
enveloped them. Only two passengers 
escaped from these coaches, 

Tonight, every hotel in El Paso has 
been converted into a hospital. Nearly 
everyone in the wreck lost his cloth- 
ing, as the train burned quickly. From 
Sanderson and other stations along 
the road blankets were secured by the 
passengers, and with these coverings 
as their nightrobes, they arrived in the 
city tonight. a 

The passengers are unanimous. in 
their sentiment that the wreck was 
caused by reckless running around the 
curve where the train left the track, 
but the engineer paid dearly for the 
fast ride through the desert. The dead 
engineer, Albert CC. Mast, was a 


j Mason of high standing and considered 


one of the best and most careful en- 
gineers in the service. His body was 
horribly mangled, the timbs being torn 
from the body. The remains were 
gathered and brought in on tonight's 
train, where they were taken in charge 
by the Masonic order. In former years 
Mast was a professional baseball 
player and won considerable distinc- 
tion on the California and other west- 
ern d 8. 


ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 
WRECK ON A CURVE. 
(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.} 

SAN ANTONIO (Tex.) March 7.—A 
broken rail catised a frightful wreck 
on the Southern Pacific Railroad near 
Maxon station, twenty miles west of 
Sanderson, at.3 o'clock this morning. 
From the iatest reports received here. 
fifteen persons. Were killed and twenty- 
three were more or less injured. 

The train left San Antonio at noon 
Thursday, two and a half hours late, 
and at the time the accident occurred 
was running at a high rate of speed 
to make up time. The road at the 
point where the wreck occurred is in 
a rough country. the curves being 
eharp and the grades heavy. It was 
when rounding a curve that the train 
left the track, it is said, on account 
of a broken rail. 

The hour was 3 a.m., fifteen hours 
after’ the train had left San An- 
tonio, showing that it was stifl behind 
time. All were asleep, 
and the shock that followed was the 
firet intimation they had of the dan- 
ger. The train was going at such a 
rate of speed that the engine and tender 
landed seventy-five feet from where 


they left the rails. The cars behind piled 
i up against the engine, caught fire. and 
all were consumed except the sleepers, 


} Stockton. 


A private car owned by Thomas 
Ryan of New York, with ‘his family 
aboard, was attached to the rear of 
the train, but it was pulled away be- 
fore the fire reached it, and one in 
it was injured. 

All the injured in the coaches just 
behind the baggage and express cars 
were cremated. The people in the sleep- 
ers were saved with the assistance of 
the injured passengers. 

The wrecked train was the Galveston. 
Harrisburg and San Antonio west- 
bound passenger train, No. 9% and 
consisted of an engine, mal! car, bag- 
gage car, one coach, one chair car, 
three tourist sleepers, one Pullman 
sleeper and one private car. The mail 
car, the baggage gar and coaches were 
piled together against the engine, and 
were ablaze in a few seconds. It was 
impossible to move any of the coaches 
or the tourist cars, as they were all 
off the rails and were soon consymed 
by the flames. 

As soon as it was possible to get in 
communicatin with the division head- 
quarters, relief trains with surgeons 
and physicians were started from, El 
Paso, Del Rio and Sanderson, picking 
up along the line all the surgeons that 
could be found. , 

All of the Injured who were in a con- 
dition to be moved were sent to El 
Paso, where they received careful at- 
tention, 

W. G. Van Vieck, general manage: 
of the Galveston, Harrisburg and San 
Antonio Railroad, was at San An- 
tonio, and left at once on a special 
train for the scene of the wreck. 

Conductor Stockwell, who was only 
slightly injured, upon finding his crew 
were killed and disabled, started out 
for Tabor tu. warn the east-bound 
train. For t¢o hours he dragged him- 
self through the darkness, arriving in 
time to stop the approaching train. 

When at last communication was 
made with Sanderson, San Antonio and 
E! Paso wrecking t:ains left for the 
scene from this place and San An- 
tonio, surgeons for the company being 
called up all along the line. A relief 
train was also dispatched from San- 
derson which took the survivors of the 
wreck clothes and covering. 

The cause of the wreck is npt known, 
and in all probability will remain a 
mystery. Roilroad men in this city 
have many suggestions as to how it 
could have occurred, and assert it may 
have been the result of wreckers. 

According to Conductor Steckwell’s 
report the wreck was at a point where 
the grade terminates in a reverse curve. 
The train left the track on the other 
side of the curve, which destroys the 
theorg’ that the accident was caused 
by the train running at a high rate of 
speed, in which case it would have 
been deposited on the other side. The 
remaining solutjon of the cause was 
there Was a en flange. 


DUE TQ OBSTRUCTION. 
(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.)

MAST’S PREMONITION. 
FEARED DEATH IN ACCIDENT. 
[BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 
STOCKTON, March 7.—Al Mast, the 
engineer killed in the El Paso wreck, 
was a brother-in-law of J. O.- Derr, 
manager of the retail department of 
the Stockton Woolen Millis. He had 
often declared that the next accident 

he was in would surely be his death. 

The first narrow escape he had was 
caused by a conductor having given 
him wrong orders. He met another 
train, and it was by the utmost good 
fortune that he managed to avoid a 
head-on collision that would = surely 
have resulted in the death of many 
people. 

The next narrow escape was when 
some Mexicans pulled up a rail to ditch 
the train that they might rob the pas- 
sengers. The job was carelessly done, 
however, and the section hands found 
the loose rail. In time to make repairs. 
The next train due was Mast’s. 

The third occasion was the narrowest 
escape of all. While going down a 
steep grade with a heavy train a*steer 
got on the track. Mast tried to 
frighten the animal off the track. The 
steer kept between the rails, however, 
for a considerable distance until a cul- 
vert was reached, when the animal 
fell in, all fours going down, This left 
the upper port#/n of the creature’s 
body protruding, and as there was no 
time to stop the heavy train on the 
steep grade, Mast told the fireman to 
get ready to die, as there was no hope 
for them. With great presence of 
mind Mast turned on ali possible steam, 
so that when he struck the anima} the 
train was going with such speed that 
the upper half of the steer was cut 
— off, and the train hardly felt the 
ar. 

That was Mast’s third narrow escape 
in a space of a few months, and he 
thought that he had about had his 
share. He asked for, and received a 
lay-off for sixty days, during which 
time he visited his brother-in-law in 
c He felt that he ought to get 
out of the railroad business, but was 
unsuccessful in finding any other 
means of making a livelihood, so he 
went back to railroading again. He 
frequently told intimate friends that he 
fully expected that he would not live 
through another accident.

Ryan, Sr.. was on his way from 
New York, accompanied by his wife 
and little daughter, to visit at. the 
home of his son at Altadena. He says 
that none of his party was hurt, and 
that the journey will be resumed in 
the morning.

ASHINGTON, March 17.—{Bae 
clusive Dispatch.}] The House 
Committee on Public Buildings 
and Grounds teday gave a hearing on 
the bill appropriating $1,000,000 for the 
Low Angeles postoffice building. While 
the hearing was, as a matter of 
course, upon this bill, the committee 
does not consider the bill as haying 
been perfected, and the hearing really 
was upon the general subject of 
whether or not public business in Los 
Angeles demands at the present time 
that an increased appropriation be 
made for a public building there, and, 
if so, then how much money ought 
to be appropriated. 

Senator Bard and Representative Me- 
Lachlan appeared before the commilt- 
tee, and both spoke in favor of making 
a larger appropriation. Senator Bard . 
told the committee that, as a plain 
business proposition, it would be an 
absolute waste of public money to go 
ahead with the work of putting up a 
building there with the amount of’ 
money that is now available for the 
purpose. He predicts thet if a bulld- 
ing be constructed under the present 
appropriation of $250,000, it will not be 
more than five years from now before 
Los Angeles will have grown te such 
an extent that another a 
witl have to be made, that 
case the work now under contract to 
be done will have cape almost utterly 
to waste. 

Nearly all the menibers of the com- 


mittee were present while Mr. Barde@ 
was making his remarks, and thy 
seemed wholly to agree with them. 


When he suggested that Los Angeles 
was growing so very fast that she 
would soon outgrow the building now 
under contract to be put up, Repre- 
sentative Mercer s ted to him that 
every member of the committee fully 
understood the importance of Los An- 
geles in a business and commercial 
way, and was fully aware that the 
present appropriation is entirely in- 
adequate to give the government the — 
sort of building it really needs there.

Fortunately, 
the other passengers were not affected 
by this man's pitiable mental agony, 
but were quickly and methodically 
marshalled into the boats. 

“The experience in the small boats 
Was trying on account of the darkness 
and cold. We did not know exactly 
where we were, and for a long time 
could not discover the whereabouts of 
the Harmonides, though she was 
nearby. The boats stood well away 
from the sinking Waesland for fear 
of being sucked down, and we could 
hear the rending and tearing of her 
timbers as she seemed to break in two. 
Then there was a terrible explosion as 
the boilers blew up, and all was over. 
“We drifted and rowed for scemingly 
two or three hours, finally getting in 
touch with the Harmonides. We had 
no difficulty in- getting on board. Ali 
of our effects went to the bottom with 
the Waesland. 

“The collision was terrific. alike in 
the suddenness of the shock and in the 
completeness of the steamer’s destruc- 
tion, ani we think we were most for- 
tunate in escaping as we did.”

AILROADS WISH TO 
RIP-RAP THE RIVER. 


| FATHERS MAKE INSPECTION 
FROM SPECIAL TRAIN. 


-—— 


City Enginver Approves the Pian 
Providing the Cross Section of the 
River is not Reduced Too Much—Pro- 


tection to Railroad Property. 


~ 


If the Council approves the plans of 
the #ait Lake and Southern Californis 
Raliway companies, a well-built rip-rap 
will bE put along both sides of tne 
‘river from the Arroyo Seco to the 
Ninth-street bridge. 

After the regular session yesterday 
afternoon the Board of Public Works 
and the City Engineers. made an in- 
spection of the bank on the east side of 
the river. The falt Lake road furnishea 
an engine and special car to transport 
the City Fathers over that stretch ot 
the river which the companies desire 
to improve. - 

In additon the board was taken up 
the bed of the Arroyo Seco to the 
place where the titanic steam shovei 
of the Salt Lake road is biting out 
ballast at the rate of ten tons to the 
minute. The machine loads twelve cars 
with the gravel in less than an hour, 
All the party were much interested in 
the operation of the machine, whicb 
takes the place of hundreds of men. 

The party comprised ouncilmen 
Bowen, Allen and McLain, city En- 
gineer Stafford, Chief Enginecr Harry 
Hawgood of the Sait Lake road and 
the following officials of the line: Gen- 
eral Manager E. Wells, Superinten- 
dent A. KR. Oster, Resident Engineer 
DD. W. Campbell, Engineer of Main- 
tenance and Way R. K. Brown. 

The ordinary terderfoot would laugh 
outright if told that the little rivulet 
cal the Los Angeice River needs a 
rip-Pap twelve or fifteen feet high to 
keep it within bounds.

The old wooden bulkheads 
Which formerly lined the river have 
almost entirely rotted away. and the 
Bait Lake and Southern California 
companies are anxious to place the 
fame kind of rip-rap the full length 
of their properties. There is no ques- 
im but ench action would greatiy im- 

reve the appearan:e« of the river, while

Raltlway Company be required to more 
fully protect the east side of the river 
along the official line between ir 
track and the Arroyo Seco.” 


+ PENSION LAW. 


FUSELEHR’S PETITION. 

Initiatory steps to test the State 
law granting pensions to firemen were 
taken yesterday. A petition signed by 
Charies Fuselehr, ex-Assistant Fire 
Chief, was filed with Secretary Rob- 
ert Burns of the Firemen’s Pension 
Fund Commission. It asks that he 
be given a monthly allowance of $75, 
or half the pay of the assistant chief. 

In the absence of Mayor Snyder, who 
was detained at home by the iliness of 
his son, s, the Fire Commission 
refused to sit as a pension board. The 
petition will be heard next Wednesday. 
If denied a test case to determine the 


validity of the State law will be 
brought in court. 

Certificates from Drs. 8. 8S. Sal 
and J. J. Choate, testifying to the 
physical disability of Fuselehr,. were 


filed with the petition. There its also 
on file a certificate from Police - 
geon Pierce to the effect that Fuselehr 
is unfit for duty. 

When the tax rate was fixed by the 
Counch, a provision was made for the 
fireman's relief fund, and about $1800 
has been collected and turned into 
the fund. Nevertheless, it is asserted 
that the provisions of the law are too 
broad and far-reaching to stand a test 
in the courts.

UNIONS IN IT. 
FIGHT FOR ADVERTISING. 

Attorney Edward L. Hutchison, bet- 
ter known as “E! Hutch,” descend 
upon the Finance Committee vyester- 
day morning at the head of a delega- 
tion of labor agitators, to demand that 
the contract for city printing be taken 
from the Los Angeles Daily Journal 
and given to the Los Angeles Evening 
Express. Arnhur A. Hay, commander- 
in-chief of the union campaign te down 
The Times, and his lieutenant, T. D. 
Fennessey,. addressed the committee. 
On .behalf of his company, Manager 
Samuel T. Clover of.the Express pro- 
tested against the award to the Jour- 
nal. 

Only two bids for the city printing 
were received this year. The Journal 
offered /to print the ordinances and 
notices for 29 cents per inch per inser- 
tion, and the Express offered to do so 
for 40 cents. The Finance Com- 
mittee took the stand that as no ques-

HARD SOLDIER LIFE DISABLED 
MANY LOCAL CITIZENS. 


How the Size of a Pension Was De- 
termined Under the Old General Law. 
County Clerk Has Executed Vouchers 
This Month for Many Thousands of 
Dollars. 


Pension vouchers to the number of 
about fifteen hundred have been exe- 
cuted since March 4 in the County 
Clerk's office by Deputy “am Kutz and 
his assistants. This number is 500 more 
than that executed at all the other 
quarterly pension days. During a 
year over 2500 pensioners visit the of- 
fice of the County Clerk with their 
vouchers. 

Deputy Kutz thinks the average pen- 
sion is about $12 a month—or $36 a 

that 


quarter. 

Reckoning on estimate fs a 
basis, the 1500 vouchers repr ied 
not less than $50,000, most of which in 
March is paid by the government 
through the San Francteco agency. 

The rate of $100 per month is granted 
by the general law for the loss of both 
hands, as the result of causes due to 
the military or naval service of the 
United States. 

The rate of $72 per month is granted 
by the general law for the loss of both 
feet, the loss of both eyes, and also 
for total and permanent disability re- 
quiring the regular aid and attendance 
of another person. 

The rate of $50 per month is ted 
by the general law for total disability 
for the performance of manual labor, 
requiring frequent and periodical (but 
not regular) aid and attendance.

ACCIDENTS. 

The terribie accident on the 
Southern Pacific railway, near 
Maxon, Tex., which occurred at about 
3 o'clock yesterday morning, was 
only one of a long series of similar 
wrecks which have occurred in va- 
rious parts of the country during the 
past few months. These horrible ac- 
cidents, it seems, go in cycles. One, 
at least, is usually the forerunner of 
another, and another, and another, 


_ustif the dreadful series is completed, 


and there is an interval of compara- 
tive immunity from slaughter. 

This Texas holocaust was like most 
other accidents of its kind, in that 
the wreck teok fire and burned, 
slowly roasting to death those vic- 
tims who were pinned under the 
wreck and were unable to escape. 
This horrible sequence of the wreck 
emphasizes again—as it has many a 
time before been emphasized—the 
need for heating and lighting railway 
ears in some way which will fender 
practically impossible the setting fire 
to the wreckage in cases of accident. 
it is .both practicable and possible 
to heat railway cars with steam from 


“the locomotive, for this method is 


employed on some roads in the East, 
where th¢ weather is more severe 
than is ever experienced as far south 
as Texcs. 
and light railway cars by electricity 
generated at the source of power, 
the locomotive, or by means of stor- 
age batteries. Some such up-to-date 
method should be employed—and the 
law, if necessary, should compel the 
use of such appliances—on all rail- 
roads. At least half of the loss of 
life—and probably more than half— 
Jn railroad accidents, is due to the 
burning of the wreckage after the 
accident. 

A stop should be put to this ter- 
rible and needless sarrifice of human 
life. Legislation, if it be of the right 
kind can accomplish a reform in 
this matter, and it should be forth- 
coming in every State where laws of 
the kind needed do not already exist. 
Possibly naticna! legislation might be 
the best remedy for tne evil. 

One of the prolific causes of rail- 
road accidents is too fast running on 
roads improperly constructed for fast 
time. It is stated that the train 
which nret with the terrible accident 
near Maxon -was running on a down- 
grade at the rate of sixty-five miles 
per hour, when it struck a curve and 
was derailed and hurled down an em- 
bankment. Now, sixty-five miles per 
hour is not a dangerous speed on a 
straight track. properly ballasted and 
equipped with high-class rolling 


‘Stock. But no train should ever be 


sent around a curve at such a rate 
of speed, and any engineer who 
knows his business. will refuse to 
drive his engine at such a rate of 
speed, unless it be on a straight road. 
If this abuse can be remedied in no 
other way, it might be well to enact 
laws prescribing the maximum rate 
of speed permissible on lines having 
curves of a given radius.

KING TOO YOUNG. 


Alfonso Unable to Exercise Functions 
of Sovereign and it May Be Neces- 
sary to Prolong the Regency.

LONDON, March &—({By Atlantic 
Cable.] The Daily Mail this morning 
publishes a letter from its Madrid cor- 
respondent stating that all the im- 
portant Spanish newspapers are dis- 
cussing the possibile necessity of pro- 
ionging the regency. owing to the in- 
capacity of King Alfonso to exercise 
the functions of a sovereign.

Yesterday's entire meeting of the Fri- 
day Morning Club was given up to a 
discussion of the industrial problem 
as it affects women and children, Miss 
Margeret M. Fetiec leading the discius- 
sion. The subjeet, as Mies Fette stated, 
is one given out by the general federa- 
tion to women’s clubs all over the coun. 
try; for in this way “they hope to 
arouse an interest in the large body of 
club women—not yet fully alive to their 
great dynamic power-—-to heip bring 
them in touch with the Lie of the great 
majority; since, in the United States, 
seven-tenths of the inhabitants belong 
to the industrial class.” 

On the first division of the problem, 
“Domestic Service,” Miss Fette called 
on Mrs. Harriett A. Shepard of the 
Rediands Contemporary Club to speak, 
as Mrs. Shepard has given this subject 
particular study. She said in part: 

“In answer to an advertisement for a 
maid for general work, there came to 
iny door, last summer, a woman of 
perhaps 35, an American. We discu®sed 
the usual details, and I engaged her, 
the only unusual! stipulation which she 
made being that she should not be 
called by her first naime. She asked 
this as a favor. 
“| found jater that she was a woman 
of good education, refined tastes, self- 
respecting and conscientious. She had 
taught in country schoois, and on ac- 
count of failing health had left her 
home in the Middle West and had come 
to California for change of both cli- 
mate and of occupation. She finalty 
decided to enter domestic service, as 
that offered a healthful variety, and at 
the same time furnished her with a 

me and protection. I soon realized 
that 1 had an wnusual opportunity to 
survey the domestic problem at short 
range and from the viewpoint of an 
intelligent worker, and we frequently 
discussed the question. One day I sub- 
mitted to her seven written questions, 
to which she gave written answers, as 
follows: 

“(1.) Do the advantages of domestic 
service compare favorably or otherwise 
with those of other occupations open 
to women?

The new well is north of the aban- 
doned wel! drilled by the Liberty com- 
pany. The search for oll was given 
up by the Liberty, In about the same 
formation as that in which gas was 
encountered in the Jennings. Some 
gas was struck in the Liberty, and, al- 
though that was over a year ago, it 
has been flowing gas ever since. The 
gas is sald to be of good quality for 
Hiumination or power purposes.. Mr. 
Jennings announces that he will com- 
mence another well on the same lease.

AILROAD ACCIDENTS. 

The terrible accident on the 
Southern Pacific railway, near 
Maxon, Tex., which occurred at about 
2 o'clock yesterday morning, was 
only one of a long series of similar 
wrecks which have occurred in va- 
rious parts of the country during the 
past few months. These horrible ac- 
cidents, it seems; go in cycles. One, 
at least, is usually the forerunner of 
another, and another, and another, 
until the dreadful. series is completed, 
and there is an interval of compara- 
tive immunity from slaughter. 

This Texas holocaust was like most 
other aceidents of its kind, in that 
the wreck took fire and burned, 
slowly roasting to death those vic- 
tims who were pinned under the 
wreck and were unable to escape. 
This horrible sequence of the wreck 
emphasizes n—as it has a 
time before .been —~emphasized—the 
need for heating and lighting railway 
cars in some way which will fender 
practically impossible the setting fire 
to the wreckage in cases of accident. 
Tt is .both practicable and possible 
to heat railway cars with steam from 
“the locomotive, for this method is 
employed on some roads in the East, 
where thé weather is more severe 
than is ever experienced as far south 
It is also possible to heat 
and light railway cars by electricity 
generated at the source of power, 
the locomotive, or by means of stor- 
age batteries. Some such up-to-date 
method should be employed—and the 
law, if necessary, should compel the 
use of such appliances—on all rail- 
roads. At least half of the loss of 
life—and probably more than half— 
in railroad accidents, is due to the 
burning of the wreckage after the 
accident. 

A stop should be put to this ter- 
rible and needless sacrifice of human 
life. Legislation, if it be of the right 
kind can accomplish a reform in 
this matter, and it should be forth- 
coming in every State where laws of 
the kind needed do not already exist. 
Possibly national legislation might be 
the best remedy for tne evil. 

One of the prolific causes of rail- 
road accidents is too fast running on 
roads improperly constructed for fast 
time. It is stated that the train 
which met with the terrible accident 
near Maxon was running on a down- 
grade at the rate of sixty-five miles 
per hour, when it struck a curve and 
was derailed and hurled down an, em- 
bankment. Now, sixty-five miles per 
hour is not a dangerous speed on a 
straight track, properly ballasted and 

nipped with high-class rolling 
stock. But no train should ever be 
sent around a curve at such a rate 
of speed, and any engineer who 
knows his business. will refuse to 
drive his engine at stich a rate of 
speed, unless it be on a straight road. 
If this abuse can be remedied in no 
other way, it might be well to enact 
laws prescribing the maximum rate 
of speed permissible on lines having 
curves of a given radius. 

Human life is too precious to- be 
wantonly sacrificed as it is sacrificed 
‘on many American railways, and our 
legislators, both State and national, 
might employ their time to advantage 
in devising wholesome and practical 
measures for the better protection of 
the public in this -regara. er

According to a London dispatch, 
the : ‘itish Foreign Office is striving 
to effect a settlement of the Alaskan 
boundary dispute betwern the United 
States and the Canadian government. 
Arbitration, it is further stated, is the 


tlement of this vexing question, 
“since the State Department is not 
likely to prepose the alienation of 
territory cedgi from Rursia. and any 
scheme for a C4nadian purchase will 
be vetoed by the Senate at Washing- 
ton.” The dispatch goes on -to say 
that arbitration offers “the line of 
least resistance, and will enable the 
United States and the Dominion gov- 
ernment to formulate their cases 
with precision, and to accept with 


good grace some equitable compro- 
mise oO the frontier question. 
Negotiati 


reached their final stage, but their 
trend is in the direction of arbitration 
as the only practicable method of ad- 
'justing this troublesome dispute.” 
All this is both interesting and im- 
portant. The Alaskan boundary dis- 
-pute has been dragging along for 
several years, and it is high time 
that some definite and permanent 
agreement should be reached. Ar- 
bitration, as stated in the London 
dispatch above quoted, is undoubtedly 
the most feasible method of bringing 
‘this controversy to a final and defi- 
nite end. Certainly, we have no ter- 
ritory in that region—nor anywhere 
else—for sale; nor can we, with any 
logical justification, recede from our 
declared position in this matter. 
From every point of view, how- 
ever, it is desirable that this troubie- 
some question shall be settled- once 
and for all. For this reason, our 
government will probably be willing 
to coOperate -in any reasonable 
echeme of arbitration which may be 
proposed by the Dominion govern- 
ment, either directly or through the 
British Foreign Officé. There is no 
hint as to the personnel of the ar- 
bitrators, but it is not probable that 
any serious troublé will be encoun- 
tered on that score. The questions 
at issue will probably be disposed of 
very readily by disinterested persons. 
Both our own government and the 
government of Canada wil! doubtless 
be glad to accept any reasonable de- 
cision, in order to be rid of the dis- 
agreeable controversy for ali time.

They claim he owes them about two 
thournnd doliars. On the other hand, 
Mr. Beach, the orchestra's financier, 
asserts that Blanchard* & Venter are 
indebted to him and. have failed to 
keep faith. i 

Attorneys have the dispute in hand 
and there will be litigation. é' 

Briefly, the agreement entered fnto 
by Blanchard & Venter and Charlies 
Beach, manager of the orchestra, was 
that. the latter should give concerts in 
a cireuit of cities from Butte, Mont., ro 
El Paso, Tex., the tne fr of.time being 
from February 1 to March 12; Blanch- 
ard & Venter were to receive 15 per 
cent. of the box-office receipts. 

W. A. Venter claims that Beach has 
not lived up to this agreement, and 
that his firm was ebliged to approprt- 
ate the receipts for the last two con- 
certs in order to get even a tithe of 
what was coming. He says that the 
orchestra has played to houses agegre- 
gating $12,000 clear and that Blanchard 
& Venter's share of that amouwnt is 15 
per eent, which Beach has never paid. 

Beach denies Venter's claim in toto 
and in countering asserts that he has 
lost $5590 through the failure of Blanch- 
ard & Venter to procure him = the 
houses that were guaranteed in the 
agreement, stating that the minimum 
limit fixed wus 3600 a night and $399 for 
matinées. “We have played twenty- 
eight engagements,” said he, yesterday, 
“but only two of those were up to the 
guaraniece.’ 

On account 6f the rupture the orches- 
tra canceled its engagements in Red- 
lands, San Diego and other cities.

WOMEN'S 


Friday Morning Ciub. 

Yesterday's entire meeting of the Fri- 
day Morning Club was given up to a 
discussion of the industrial probiem 
as it affects women and children, Miss 
Margaret M. Fetie leading the diecus- 
sion. The subjeet, as Mies Fette stated, 
is one given out by the general federa- 
tion to women’s clubs all over the coun. 
try: for in this way “they hope to 
arouse an interest in the large body of 
club women—not yet fully alive to their 
great dynamic power—to heip bring 
} them in touch with the Lie of the great 
majority; since, in the United Siates, 
seven-tenths of the inhabitants belong 
to the industrial class.” 

On the first division of the problem, 
“Domestic Service,” Miss Fette called 
on Mrs. Harriett A. Shepard of the 
Redlands Contemporary Club to speak, 
as Mrs. Shepard has given this subject 
particular study. She said in part: 

“In anewer to an advertisement for a 
maid for general work, there came to 
inmy door, last sQmmer, a woman of 
perhaps 35, an American. We discu®sed 
the usual details, and I engaged her, 
the only unusual stipulation which she 
made being that she should not be 
called by her first name. She asked 
this as a favor. 

“I found jater that she was a woman 
of good education, refined tastes, self- 
respecting and conscientious. She had 
taught in country schoois, and on ac- 
count of failing health had left her 
home in the Middle West and had come 
to California for change of both cli- 
mate and of occupation. She finally 
decided to enter domestic service, as 
that offered a healthful variety, and at 
the same time furnished her with a 
I soon realized 
that I had an wnusual opportunity to 
survey the domestic problem at short 
range and from the viewpoint of an 
intelligent worker, and we frequently 
discussed the question. One day I sub. 
mitted to her seven written questions, 
to which she gave written answers, as 
follows: 

“(1.) Do the advantages of domestic 
service compare favorably or otherwise 
with those of other occupations open 
to women? Answer: Comparison with 
other occupations open to women is de- 
cidedly to its disadvantage. 

“(2.) What are the advantages of do- 
mestic service? Answer: Good food 
shelter, minimum expense for clothes, 
varying hours.of rest, association, 
though distant, with refined people, and 
the opportunity to gain a thorough 
knowledge of housework. 

“(3.) What are the disadvantages of 
the occupation? Answer: No name 
more dignified than ‘girl;’ social ostra- 
cism in varyipg degrees; the -unoccu- 
pied women of the home, whom one 
often finds, and those whose idleness 
results in unreasonable fault-finding: 
no definite demand for trained service. 
“(4.) What, in your opinion, are the 
reasons for the friction which exists 
between the employer and employed? 
Answer: Inexperience in housekeeping 
and housework on both sides: ignor- 
ance of the better traits in each other's 
character: lack of fairness: use of the 
heartless command: distrust, disrespect. 

Has your experience shown 
you that housekeepers are indifferent 
to the comfort of those whom they en- 
ploy? Answer: My experience has 
proven that housekeepers are not indif- 
ferent to the physical comfort at least; 
the majorig¢y thinking no further. 

“<b) Do women as a rule understand 
the science of housekeeping. and would 
they like to manage their househdld 
fairs as a man would direct his busi- 
ness?’ Answer: As a rule I have lived 
with families numbering only two peo- 
ple. man and wife, Where the work 
was planned to produce a neai, well- 
kept house, well-prepared meals, with 
little variation as to number and va- 
riety of dishes and slight regard fér 
méthods of servifig; work kept at a 
minimum, the woman's ambition for a 
knowledge of housekeeping ending here. 

“(7.) What suggestion can you make 
that would tend to bring about a will- 
ingness on the rt of intelligent wo- 
men to enter domestic service? An- 
swer: If an intelligent, capable woman 
could enter a home as a business wo- 
man, to take up the routine of work 
of that particular home. with the 
wishes of its mistress (intelligent and 
fair-minded) ag a guide, if the worker 
could receive a nk and straight- 
forward statement of her duties as they 
present themselves, no familiarity per- 
mitted on either side, patronizing man- 
ners dropped and a knowledge that her 
mental, as well as her physical rest is 
planned for; this, with a wage graded 
as to ability, ought to be a fair in- 
ducement to a large class of American 
women, who for various reasons are 
unable to do work for which they have 
been educated, and for those who can.- 
not endure the con ‘inement of office or 
other indoor work with stated hours.” 

Mrs, Shepard referred to the radical 
views which Chicago news rs have 
credited to Mrs. Coontey Yard and 
Mrs. Henry D. Lioyd of that city, and 
said that, as she was acquaint with 
both of these wemen, she wrote to them 
to inquire as to the truth of the state- 
ments regarding . them. rs. 
was away from home, in South Amer- | 
ica, but her son wrote, saying thet, al- 
though his mother had ideas of hér own 
concerning domestic nomy, they 
were by no means as extreme as had 
been claimed by the newspapers. 

Mrs. Lioyd’s letter stated that only 
one of the women in her household— 
Mr. Lioyd’s secretary—came to table 
with the famlly, despite the newspaper 
report. 

In closing, Mrs. Shepard spoke in 
praise of a school for the training of | 
servants established at Luray, Va.. and 
recommended that similar schools be | 
established in the North. 

On the general problem, she said: 
“Until we are ready to dignify house- 
hold labor Wy giving it a place tiet will 
attract an intelligent class of women, 
and put ft on a business basis, until 
we jeld the deference to which 
skill work is entitled, we must 
be content to continue the American 
kitchen as it has been In the past—a 
training school for every nationality 
which has passed through the gates of 
our great commonwealth.”

Pipe Line to Be Erected to Pipe Gas 
to &~me Nearby Town—Fire Destroys 
Commrcial Drilling Outfit — Suit 
Against Shasta Company. . 


A remarkable flow of natural gas is 
wasting its usefulness on the balmy 
air of Orange county. The gas was 
encountered in a well drilled by CC, 
H. Jennings in the hills north of the 
productive oil properties in the Fuller- 
ton field, and the flow is estimated at 
very nearly 2,000,000 feet daily. 

Mr. Jennings is so well pleased with 
the strike that he has given up the 
search for oll, and has turned his at- 
tention to marketing the gas. Arrange- 
ments to pack and cap the well have 
been made, and the proposition of lay- 
ing a pipe line from the well to Ful- 
lerton or some other near-by town, for 
the delivery of gas is also talked of. 

The output of the well is not only 
large. but is steady, and from the lat- 
ter fact the operators are confident 
that it will have a long life. 

The new well is north of the aban- 
doned wel! drilled by the Liberty com- 
Lay, The search for oll was given 
up by the Liberty, in about the same 
formation as that in which gas was 
encountered in the Jennings. 
gas was struck in the Liberty, and, al- 
though that was over a year ago, it 
has been flowing gas ever since. The 
gas is sald to be of good quality for 
illumination or power purposes. Mr. 
Jennings announces that he will com- 
mence another well on the same lease.

MILK PRICE RAISED. 

Three Pints for Dime from Grocers— 

Retailers’ Association After 

Deadbeats—Organization to Expand. 

Miik bought hereafter from members 
of the Retail Grocers’ Association will 
cost 10 cents for three pints. This was 
decided at a meeting of the associa- 
tion held last. evening at Concordia 
Hall. A committee was present from 
the Milk Board of Trade, and on its 
representations the grocers came to the 
conclusion that “honest” milk cannot 
be sold for 5 cents a quart, the price 
at which it has been handled, because 
of the competition of small bakeries 
and other concerns that buy their lac- 
teal fluid from one-cow dairymen. With 
the increase in price goes a guar- 
antee from the Milk Board of Trade 
that the milk is pure. 

Nearly one hundred grocers attended 
the meeting, of which G. W. Aylisworth 
was chairman, and in addition to the 
milk question a number of other mat- 
ters of interest were acted on. Secre- 
tary J. F. Paulding reported that 
sixty-five new members had been en- 
rolled in the asseciation, which now 
has a membership of 180. He also re- 
ported progress in the compiling of a 
list of dead-beat customers, and in this 
connection communications were re- 
ceived from arsociations in the States 
of Washington and Colorado that wish 
to coiperate. The Miik Board of Trade 
also asked the association for an ex- 
change of biack-lists; in order that the 
customer fialing to pay for his groceries 
also may be denied the opportunity of 
defrauding the miikman. Even a local 
real estate firm requested an exchange 
of black-lists, and appearances are 
that everyone will be compelled to 
not ogiy for his groceries and milk, 

t his rent as well. Los Angeles, it 
was said, will be put on a cash basis. 

It was decided for the present not 
to attempt to fix the price of sugar. 

A conferance of committees of the 
Retail Grocers’ Association and of the 
Jobbers’ Association wags held yester- 
day afternoon, and the jobbers agredd 
to coiperate with the retailers in ever 
manner possible, The jobbers urged the 
@rocers to perfect their organization 
throughout Southern California. When 
this is done the jobbers say they will 
agree to sell only to retailers, cutting
